PROBLEMS OF WASHINGTON MADE 
At a cost of approxim ately $50,000, some 150 men are 
engaged at present in making a comprehensive study of 
the traffic problems of W ashington, a city of half million 
people. 
From this survey, it is likely th at inform ation 
will be gleaned which will be of vast im portance in the 
settling of traffic problems in other cities. 
it is true th at W ashington in many respects is unlike 
my other city in America, yet there is a sim iliarity in 
that in every city traffic has grown by such rapid strides 
that it furnishes one of the greatest problems in commun­ 
ity m anagem ent today. 
When M ajor Peter Charles L’E nfant was assigned in 
1791 by President George W ashington to evolve a city 
plan for the capital, he had no idea of the extent to which 
the wheels of transportation would be turning, in less 
tlien seven-score years, on his checkerboard streets, his 
diagnol avenues, around his circles, and through his* pic­ 
turesque triangles. 
"This problem of traffic has arisen so sw iftly that it has 
overwhelmed W ashngton, ju st as it has overwhelmed 
other cities," said M ajor William E. R. Covell, assistant 
engineer commissioner of the district public utilities com­ 
mission, under whose direction the survey is being made. 
“The original L’E nfant city plan was followed with prac­ 
tically no alterations up to the latter part of the last 
century. As late ak 1902, when the McMillan report pre­
